LECTURK. 

Our subject this night will be a brief consider- 
ation of The Occult Forces of the Human Spir- 
vu.

The m'nd 
operated upan, becomes for a time, subservient 
to the operator, and absolutely relies on the 
furce of bis will. power rather than ite own. vIt 
isa strange and fearful positlon.

Thousands Eave 
been suppcecd to be insane, when there wan no 
actual uiecase, and where the war of a wl, 
clous operator, wes cotitely sufficient tr the 
restoration of that balance. lu thine cance of 

ion, When a week, frall organiam, uncon. 
“ectuusly to aalt, becomes eubject to influences 
which we may call demoniac—bere the payen 
logical power isof the highest importance. The 
firm resolution which can be projected from the 
mim of anther, can disposees Ube orzauisin of 
‘the obsessing spirit and restore it ty proper bal · 
ance. 
Tue camlid observer now knows, that man 
casrs reported as junacy-or unbalanced mind, 
are coryfitions of obeasion, and are subjects that 


culogical power ean relieve. 
as the pri-on, the jall, the penetentiary, the 
reform : in every cooditioa of crimy when 


the crimioal te not etrupg chough to stand alone, 
when the poral vision 18 so oblique (hat it docs 
not percicve the right, or is unable to carry it 
out, It requizen the strong force of another will 
to ald them. Thus the good pavenlogiat be cru 
the saviour of the crimioal, There is ecarcely a 
position in which man, through weak nens and 
lack of moral power,cannot receive at the band 
of his &llow man the beniticent strenethening 
power ol healthiul psycology. I do not reſur ts 
thoge experiments that the mountebaok dispinys 
for mere idle curiosity and ainuscmt at. ary 
may be representations of a power thst In the 
hands of good men becomes sublime. It h the 
action ot the infinite mind—tho great Father 
that calla boma the prudizal eon—that bu!s all 
those children who bave this nowei to ex: robe 
it in the form in which He has entrusted it to 
them; ngd thus give the intlueuce of mind upon 
mind ever on the ede of right. Thera are me 
of the ures of psycology. They prevail, ale, 
whether magoctism be the-methed-er pot, ol 
controlling thee subkcis. Infect, when there 
te wtrong psycelogias! power existing, to contrul 
a human being, be sure that m ism is the 
carrier of mind or wil power. When we speak 
to you of magnetism, we shall tell yuu that it is 
an auendant of the physical system. Through 
the relations of maguetism, thoee who have born 
strong psycologists, percie ve conclusively that 
they are thus exercising these initluepees upon 
each other. All the great reformers of the carth 
ide teachers, the master minds, that have pre- 
gente their ideas to the worli—bave coa:pelled 
it to acetpt them. aud to bow down and worship, 
throngh their peycnlugical power. This has 
made our Luthors sod Calvios, our great Gen. 
erals and Statewncop—the mastor minds of all 
ages It ia uot our intellectual power alone; it 
is eSpiritaal power of the strong over ibo weak. 
{tis the Spiritual power that goes forb al, no 
from man, and beneath which, all power eren 
ted must dend. re ! . 
We bavg not begun to measure the telds of 
power upOa which this mighty principle uay 
be exercised; we only pescetvo its fraymcnutary 
exhibition bere and there. Indeed, we gnze 
with astonishment when wo perceive tho entire 
Wien Ted. actions of une mind upon a nation. 
den we behold thé millions bowing down be- 
fore one man, when we eee the mind of a single 
individual ruling the masecs, ruling (oe more. 
over, who, in intellectual strength, may be his 
oompecr or above him, nevertbelcss the peyco-

normate objects. All thingy are sustained by it, 
and when it bas ebbed awa’, snd thinted out un · 
ul the Inet current ta hen: — that ts death, Up 
to this potot tole ebling life is continually Kein 
out from every urganns m. That which hows out 
from us is charged with our churacters—it Cat · 
ties the poyvolugical tottuence of the fodividual, 
less wii the sha t.
